Our great-grandfather, John Hill, was 


_ asked to write a letter for the Gulf Coast 


Historical Society telling his life story. He 
wrote it June 12, 1929. 

The following is a small part of that letter: 
“T am one of the older citizens of Mass Point. 


John Hill Wo oe 


“The L&N Railroad (under another name 
at that time) was being built and the first 
train passed over the next year, 1870. When 
I rode over the new bridge, I told a 
companion, “Look! Everything that you can 
see built by the hand of man, I have seen it 
built; bridges, wharves, buildings, the 
government shipyard, and water towers.’ 
Ninety-one-hundredths of the city of 
Pascagoula has been built since 1869. 

“Now to our greatest industry 
sawmilling - it is said that there were 14 mills 
on the water in Moss Point; the William 
Griffin Mill, W. Denny & Co. had two mills, 
Wattlesworth, William and Sam Elder, the 
Dantzlers, J.T. White, J.J. McIntosh, the 
O’Herrys and Bounds. The L.N. Dantzler 
Co. became the largest in this section.’ (He 
went into much detail telling what 
companies bought out the others and when.) 

“T have helped in building all the churches 
in Moss Point. I have worked on railroad 
bridges, schooners, homes, sawmills, depots, 
dry kilns, two lodge rooms for Moss Point 
Lodge #202, also bank and drug store 
fixtures. I built my own home and have lived 
in it more than fifty years.” (This is our 
family home on Welch Street.) 

“In years past, I had been president of the 
Board of Supervisors, School Trustee and 
the first marshall of Moss Point.” 

“There are many incidents parked in my 
memory along the roadway of life and they 
spring out when least expected. Some are 
like shadows cast by the clouds as they pass 
overhead, others are like the sheen cast by 
the moonlight on the still waters of the pool 
or lake in the woodland. Some bring sadness 
as we think of friends and loved ones who 
have passed away, but there are many 
pleasant memories that crop out and tell us 
of the bright trails we have trod through the 
pathway of a long and eventful life.” 

We know he was also very generous, even 
to donating the land, thus becoming one-ef. 
the founders of Machpelah Cemetery. The 
name, Machpelah, being taken from the 
Bible (Genesis, Chapter 23-25), Sarah and 
Abraham were buried there. He asked for no 
recognition, but we ride through Moss 
Point’s riverfront town, passing the 
churches he helped build, visiting the 
cemetery he founded, seeing the homes he 
built, we are constantly reminded of this 
great man, our great-grandfather. 

We can also picture in our mind’s eye how 
thriving Moss Point must have been in those 
days of long ago, with Hill’s Hardware

While in D C., she met James (Jim) Hines, 
who was stationed there with the Air Force.

Methodist church in Alexandria, VA on 
Friday, Oct. 13, 1950. 

Jim was born in Rockfield, KY on June 19, 
1931. His parents are Richard Hampton and 
Henrietta Marie VanMeter Hines. 

Betty and Jim have four children: James 
Sterling, Jr., born Apr. 8, 1952, in Columbus, 
OH, is married to Helen Elizabeth Bennett, 
born Nov. 18, 1959 in Pascagoula, MS;

On a more personal note, there are numerous descendants of 
Daniel Jefferson Hildebrand still living in Southern Arkansas, 
principally Ouachita and Nevada Counties. A family book with pic- 
tures and data was compiled in the 1980’s, and recently, since more 
genealogical information is available, many documents to verify 
earlier information has been collected. David Hildebrand’s land 
patent for 40 acres (NE1/4 SE1/4 section 2, Township 18, Range 13) 
was in Autauga County, Alabama date of Sept. 11, 1833. Daniel J. 
Hildebrand’s land patent for 80 acres (W1/2 SE1/4 section 2, Town- 
ship 18, Range 13) was in Autauga Co., Alabama, date of Oct. 17, 
1835. Daniel then sold his land there March 26, 1836, according to 
Alabama Old Cahaba Land Office Records (1817-1853). It is not 
known what happened to David Hildebrand’s land. 

Daniel J. and wife Dorothy, daughter of Elijah Parnell of Bibb 
Co., left Bibb County about 1842, possibly with a wagon train 
group coming to Arkansas, Preacher Pratt of Bibb County as the 
leader. Prattsville, Arkansas is a small town in Grant County, 
Arkansas named for Preacher Pratt. 

Daniel Jefferson Hildebrand was a gregarious man. He was 
involved in the communities where he lived. He was a member of 
the Masonic Order (master mason) Mount Moriah Lodge. No. 18, 
Lisbon, Union County, Arkansas. Family legend tells that he 
helped build the Lodge at Lisbon, and when it was finished he 
stood on his hands, feet up in the air, atop the roof ridge of the 
building to celebrate the job’s completion. At least one of his sons 
(the writer’s father, Tom) repeated the feat of standing on his 
hands every year on his birthday until he was well into his sixties.

James Hill 


James Hill was born 10 May 1776 in what is now eastern Ten- 
nessee. He married Jane Calvert about 1804 most likely in Sevier 
County, Tennessee. Shortly after the War of 1812, James Hill set- 
tled in Cahaba County, Alabama. Several of his brothers who also 
moved into the area included: Jesse Hill, John Hill, George Hill, 
Alexander Hill, Robert Hill, and Pharough Hill. These Hill broth- 
ers were joined in the area by William Calvert, Thomas Kessee, 
Milton Kessee, John Goodson, and others. This area of settlement 
is mentioned in the Cahaba County court record dated May 1818 
and is referred to as “Hill’s settlement.” The location of this settle- 
ment is near the present town of Johntown, and runs along the 
present day Tuscaloosa-Bibb County line.
